It will 
be remembered that the court of Claims de- 
cided that this act had no application what- 
ever to these young men, While the secretary 
of the navy decided directly ¢0 
the contrary.

deposit; junder tif act of Mav 28, 1880, and 
that the time during which the payment of 
tax is sugpended upon twelve million gallons 
thereof ¢xpire within the present calendar 
Year; that youare informed that the owners 
of a large quantity of such - spirits,

Without uttering a word toany one, eye wit- 
nesses say that be climbed up the tree ten 
feet, seated himself on a limb, tying the rope 
tie took his 
hat off and placed it carefully on the limb he 
sat on, adjusted the other end of the rope 
around his neck, and then took sa bite from 
the bread be had taken with him 
from the house, throwing the balance 
to the ground. Hethen deliberately made a 
leap for eternity. But he had not calculated 
well, for he landed safely on the ground. Not 
to be daunted at this failure, he reclimbed to 
his perch, loosened the rope, made it shorter, 
and leaped forth the second time with no bet- 
ter success taan the first ieap, again landing 
safely on the ground. But still persistent he 
elimbed the tree for the third time, and the 
third leap did as life Was ex‘inct in 
ub twenty minutes. 

THE DEAD BODY 

Faisom was sent for and arrived 
shi the faintest pulsation of 
the heart, and used cvery means procurable 
to restore life, but without success.

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MURDER OF A GEORGIA WOMAN, 


A Nashville Roue Shoots His Mistreas Through the 
ileart. 

NASHVILLE, July 6.—The murder of Mrs. 
Birdie Patterson by ber paramour, William 
L. Boyd, a wealthy gentleman sixty years of 
age, is the engrossing sensation of the day 
The American of this morning says the local- 
ity where the crime was comumiitted, is on one 
of the most prominent thoroughfares of the 
city, and, as the news spread, large crowds 
gathered and debated the details. It was 
known that a woman had met her death by a 
pistol shot, but in what manner was 2 myste- 
ry. Entrance to the room was denied toall 
buta few privileged by duty to be present. 
K. N. DeFord. was passing No. 9 Sum- 
mer street, at 64 o'clock yesterday 
evening, when he heard a woman, 
that seemed: to proceed from the house he 
Wa® passing, scream ‘‘murder.’’ This cry was 
immediately followed by the report of a pis- 
tol, upon which Mr. DeFord rushed up the 
stairs of No. 9'4 Summer street, and into the 
right hand dour where he saw a woman sitting 
in arocking chair with her head bent over, 
and a tall man in a dark coat and hat stand- 
ing immediateiy in front of her. As soon as 
he saw DeFord the man walked away trom 
the woman, while she sat pointing the fore 
finger of her right hand toward him, moving 
itinthe direction in which he went, while 
her life’s blood welled. from her left 
breast, dyeing the entire body of her 
dress crimson. The man wentto a bed which 
was in the room-’and threw himself on his 
face. where he lay without uttering a word, 
while the woman dropped wer hand, uttering 
all the while, ‘‘Murdered, murdered!’ The 
next person to arrive was Dr. Robert R. Free- 
aan, who, bearing the pistol shot, hurried 
into the room just as William L. Boyd, the 
man in Dlack, had throwu himself, face down- 
wards, on the bed. - Dr. Freeman rushed up 
to the woman, who was still sitting in the 
rocker, and tore open the front of her dress, 
from the left side of which the blood was 
flowing in its crimson tide, and discovered 
just on the line ot the lace trimming of the 
chemise, the point where the ball bad passed 
through the delicate honiton and into the 
Woman's breast, just above the heart, 

EXPLAINING THE MYST«RY, 

With the assistance of Mr. Langford. he 
lifted the womun on to the bed, where she 
laid on her back, ceasing not for one minute 
ata time to murmur, ‘‘Murder, mercy.” By 
this time Dr. Stephens had hastened to the 
dying woman’s side, but he says when he put 
his ear down to her mouth the word she ut- 
tered sounded more like mercy than murder. 
Many present, for soou there were others in 
the room, declared that the woman said 
‘“‘murder’ distinctly. When Drs. Stephens 
and Freeman made a closer examination of 
the woman's left breast they found a blood 
stained letter between the chemise and corset 
addressed to ‘‘Mrs. E. A. Prosser, Americus, 
Ga.’’ When this was torn open it was found 
to be addressed ‘‘my dear mumma.”’ ‘‘What 
do you know about this affair?’ asked Dr. 
Freeman, of the man in black, who was lying 
face downwards on the bed, apparently in a 
drunken stupor He aroused himself enough 
to answer: ‘I think sheshot herself; she shot 
herself, I tell you, the pistol is between the 
chair and the window on the floor.’’ 

‘‘Hiow did you know the pistol. was lying 
between the chair, and the window wun the 
floor?’ demanded the docior. 

‘‘It must be there; she must have laid it 
down after she shot herself. Look and see!’’ 

Di. Stephens did look and see, and, taking 
up the pistol, asked Boyd: *‘Whose weapon is 
this?’ ‘“‘It is mine,’’ continued the man, who 
was now silting up on the bed, and looking in 
a terror-stricken way at the weapon which

Boyd, who was evidently very drunk, said: 
‘Tam so drunk I have no distinct recollec- 
tion of it. Itall happened like a flash of 
lightning. I ain’t used to being drunk, and 
it affects me queerly. 1 don’t know anything 
more about the murder. Poor little Birdie! 
Poor little thing, | am so sorry for ber. There 
was nu reason for it. She had everything to 
live for, She was beautiful and young,-and ] 
was doing right by her.’’ Suddenly the man’s 
senses seemed to dawn upon him and he said: 
“Pil talk no more.”’ Officer Kerrigan then 
took him into the room on the left-hand side 
of the hall,which Boyd said was hisroom. The 
officer told him to hurry up and get ready, 
he wanted to take him to the stationhouse. 
Boya whined something about his umbrella. 
“Get your umbrella, then,’’ said the officer. 
‘| wanta carriage.’”’ ‘All right,’’ said the 
officer, and sent one of the bystanders for a 
hack. Boyd seemed chained to the bedside 
of the dying woman. He siood up by it, and 
could not leave it. The old man 
threy himself on the bed be- 
side the dying woman, and - said, 
hol@ip «is mouth to her ear: ‘Birdie, it’s 
me~ «. is me, baby; don’t you know me?’ 
The poor woman writhed in anguish, almost 
drawing her knees to her chin, murmuring 
the while the word which some said was 
“murder,’’ and Dr. Stephens said was ‘‘mer- 
cy.’ Seeing the officer looking angry at be 
ing kept waiting so long, Boyd whispered 
something in the dying woman’s ear. ‘‘Come, 
the carriage is waiting,’ the officer kept re- 
peating, and thus the old man was compelled 
to drag himself away from the side of the wo- 
man whose life he was charged with taking, 
and went very slowly down the stairway. 

IDENTIFYING THE LADY. 

Shortly after the arrival of Dr. Stephens 
there appeared in the room a pretty quad 
roon girl, who ran up tothe bedside of Mrs. 
Patterson, and, seeing the biood on her 
clothes and hearing the death rattle in her 
throat, cried out, *“‘Poor Miss birdie, what 
have they done to her? Who shot her?” 
This girl turned out to be the waiting maid 
of Mrs. Patterson and is remarkably bright, 
and was at first very communicative. When 
she saw Mr. Boyd taken out the 
room she said, “He must have her 
becanse she stayea out late with 
that gentleman at Weitmullers’s garden 
last night. She didn’t come home till two 
o'clock this moruing. She was withthat Mrs 
Horn and Mrs... Sullivan. I knew sume 
trouble would come outof it.’ When Otficer 
Hacley Clark heard the girl talk he began to 
question her; but she began to seream,a!lmost 
going info hysterics, and nothing more could 
be g»tten from her. Her grief soon became 
uncgntrollable and she had to be led from 
the¥room. There was never, however, a 
stronger case of circumstantial evidence 
against any man than théte is against Wil- 
Jiam L. Boyd, heretofore an old, honored 
and wealthy citizen of Nashville, who now 
lies on’ the floor inacell of the Davidson 
county jail charged with the murder of his 
mistress 

The first partofthe terrible affair was de- 
tected by Mr. J. 8. Hook. Mr. Hook said that 
about 8 o'clock in the morning he bad seen 
Mrs. Patterson sitting in a rocking chair in 
the second story back room of No. 9’, Sum 
mer street, and saw her raising her band as 
if miOlluning to some one to go away.

Lonpon, July 6.—In the trial of the Jews at 
Nyreghhaza, Hungary, two of the prisoners 
accused of having placed a corpse in the river 
with a view to passing it off as that of Esther 
Solomossy, the gir’ whom the prisoners are 
charged with murdering, declared that théir 
confessions had been obtained by threats to 
murder them in prison. Oneof them had 
been compelled to drink huge quantities of 
water, had been stripped, struck, dragged by 
the hair, and shown a gallows. The other 
had been beaten and compelled to gaze at the 
sun. A number of witnesses also testified as 
to the shocking treatment chey had reeeived 
at the hands of the authorities. Counsel for 
the defense pointed out that the people of 
Tiszah Ezlar, where the murder is alleged to 
have been committed, have been tg ight that 
it was not wrong“ testify falsely against the 
Jews, the interests of the country requiring 
their conviction. 

The president of the court is informed that 
a bottle nad been discovered which contain- 
ed the confession of the suicide that he 
drowned his sweetheart in the river Theissia 
Bovedada.

: A MOTHER'S POVERTY. 

Bern, July 6—A terrible tragedy oc- 
curred at Ricksdorf, a village near Berlin.

THE ISTHMUS CANAL. 

Lonpon, July 6—Mr. Gladstone, replying 
to Mr. Bourke in the house of commons this 
afternoon,said Count de Lessepss son came to 
London because a personal Communication 
touching the Suez canal affairs was desirable. 
He hoped that theagreement already reached 
would lead to a settlement. 

The house of commons to-night, by a vote 
of 130 to 114. rejected the motion made by 
Mr. Hugh Mason, advanced liberal, member 
for Ashton-under-Tyne, in fayor of female 
suffrage. The motion was supported by Mr. 
Leonard H Courtney, financial secretary to 
the treasury, and was strongly opposed by Sir 
Henry Jamies, attorney-general. 

Mr. Trevelyan, chief secretary for Ireland, 
replying to Mr. O’Brien, member for Marlow, 
said he had been informed that of the thou- 
sand emigrants who had gone fo America, 
cnly two families had been inmates of the 
workhouse at Belmullet, from which section 
they came, and they had received money on 
landing and were doing well. He was not 
aware of the grounds on which the United 
States had returned the emigrants, but he 
supposed they thought that those returned 
were not desirable settlers. 

A DISASTROUS ENCOUNTER. 

Catcutta, July 6.—Five hundred members 
of a tribe of natives attacked a detachment of 
Brittish troops, which, with a political agent, 
had been sent to chastise the refractory vil. 
lage in Assam. ‘The natives were repulsed 
with a ioss of fifty killed. ‘The British did 
not sustain any loss. ' 

THE FRENCH ON THE NEW HEBRIDES. 

SypnEY, New South Wales, July 6.—A 
French man-ot war has hoisted the French 
flag on the new Hebrides islands. 

Lonpon, July 6 —In the house of commons, 
this afternoon, Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, 
under foreign secretary, said the government 
had not been informed that the French flag 
had been hoisted on the New Hebrides islands. 
He stated that there was no cholera in either 
the Egyptian or English army in Egypt. 

ASSISTED EMIGRATION CONDEMNED, 

Dupin. July 6.—At a meeting of the Cath 
olic hierarchy here, motions were adopted 
condemning state aided emigration, and point- 
ing out that there are large tracts of land in 
[Ireland which, if cultivated, would maintain 
the surplus population. 

AN ITALIAN RIOT. 

MARsEILLEs July 6 ---Four hundred Italians 
employed in the oil factory bere, struck-work 
yesterday, and endeavored to wreck the fac- 
tory. ‘They were dispersed by a force cf po- 
licemen, who charged them with drawn 
swords. It is feared there will be a renewal 
of the rioting by the strikers. 

AN INCENDIARY’S CONFESSION. 

Lonpon, July 6.---A dispatch from Copenha- 
gen says a prisoner named Nielsen, charged 
with committing arson there, has confessed 
that he set fire to the Victoria docks on- 
don, in 1881, with a view to obtaining plun- 
der. The opinion heretofore entertained re 
garding the origin of the fire was that it was 
the work of Fenians. 

The reggfins of Senator Cipriani have been 
cremated in Rome. This is the first case of 
cremation that has taken place in Rome. 

THE DYING COUNT. 

Lonpon, July 6.—The Times this morning 
savs there is a rumor currentin Vienna,Rome 
and Paris that the Count de Chambord has 
declared in his will that his legitimate suc- 
cessor must adopt the white flag of Henry Ll).

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A MOTHER'S WISH, 


Kissing the Dead Body of Her Son Who Had Died 
fcom Smallpox. 

New Orveans, July 6.—The attention of 
the sexton of St. Louis cemetery, on Clai- 
borne street, ®as called yesteiday afternoon 
to an unusual noise in the yard. Following 
the direction of the sound, he came upon a 
woman bending down in front of a broken 
tomb. Refore her was a coffin, the lid of 
which was wrenched off and on the ground. 
The woman was stooping over a dead 
body. The scene was a weird and ghastly 
one. ‘The broken tomb, the long, black coffin 
lid thrown on one side, and this strange wo- 
man, with stranger gestures and appearance, 
holding a corpse in her arms and kissing the 
moldy and bloated lips. The sexton at once 
placed her under arrest and took her to the 
fourth station. There she gave her nsme as 
Mrs. Frank Ducoing. Her husband, a promi. 
nent creole druggist, was informed of the 
affair, and going to the station indentified his 
wife and explained her mysterious conduct. 
The corpse was the body of their son, who 
had died from smallpox three weeks ago. 
The mother became crazed at the death of 
her child and was not able to-see the body be- 
fore burial. -Mrs. Ducoing, being questioned 


as to her strange action, said she only wanted 
to get a lock of her boy’s hair, and she had 
broken open the tomb with her own fingerw, 
removed the mortar and bricks, and drawn 
forth the coffin, torn off the lid and taken 
the body in her arms, and was about to flee 
from the yard with it when discovered.

HIGH RITUAL. 


Pifference of Opinion Between a Kishop and a Reeter 
+34 The Former Tatks Out Boldly. 

CuicaGco, July 6.—Bishop McLaren, of the 
Episcopal diocese of Chicago, has addressed a 
letter to the parish of the church of the As- 
cension, of this city, presided over by Rev. 
Arthur Ritchie, in answer to one sent him a 
week ago. ‘The controversy had arisen over 
the high ritual observed by the pastor of 
the church of the Ascension, and whick 
apparently induced the bishop, at the 
late diocesian canon to announce his 
views on the matter. Rey. Mr. Ritchie 
recently tendered his resignation, 
and a letter was sent from the parish to the 
bishop which urged him not to accept it, and 
in addition proceeded to discuss the question 
of the ritual. The bishop responds in a mild 
tone and expresses affection and solicitude 
for both pastor and people, but asserts that 
the order of solemn mass, when there is ne 
communion of the people as printed and 
* ,ed at the Church of the Ascension, is, not 
his order for the administration of the Lord’s 
ee or Holy Communion as set forth in 
the bvok of common prayer. It is doctrinal 
ly and liturgaily a different service, says 
the bishop, and no priest of the Roman, 
Greek or Angelican church save Mr. Ritchie 
celebrates the eucharist by means of such am 
otfice. The bishop asserts that he has no 
prejudice against the lawful ritual of az 
ornate character, and has no sympathy with 
that kind of control which seeks to regulate 
every detail of a clergyman’s work, but can- 
not make a compromise without breaking 
that which is apparently the case in this in- 
stance. It is thought the controversy will re- 
sult in an attempt to form a new churek 
body, observing an extreme ritual.
